J. Tevis Cobb Dead.

Saturday afternoon A telegram wasre-
ceived from San Diego, Cal,, by the fam-
ily here announcing the denth of Hon
J. Tevis Cobb, which occurred ir that
eity about noon of that day. The an-
nouncement created some surprise, for
it had been only Lthe 16th day of October
that he left here for the Wesr, with the
hope that spending the winter in that
delightful climate would recuperate his
health. He had formerly spenL a win-
ter on the Western ("oast and had return-
ed very muoch benefited. The trip was
& long and tedious one to him and taxed
his frail health too severely. He grad.
ually declined until the end came p ace-
fully at ncon, on the Tih.

Mr. Cobb was born in this county on
the 22d day of May, 1858, and was I8
years of age at Lthe time of his dentlh.
He graduated from Ceanlral University,
this city, with the class of 1876 and al-
ter that taught school for a few years in
that institution, and we were one ol
his pupils. He then went to Johns
Hopkins University, of Baltimore, and
took a post-graduate cuurse, after which
he went to Henderson, Ky., and taught
for some twelve years. He was regard-
ed as one of the best sducators in the
State. He then returned to Richmond
and took up the practice of law. In 1894
he was elected county attorney of Mad-
150 d was twice re elected to the same
office, serving in all eleven years.

Mr. Cobb was an energetic and agres-
sive lJawyer and had a large and lucra-
tive practice. The lasi few years of his
life were marked by ill health, and he
had practically given up his profession
and was living quietly on his farm at
the old homestead at Red House. He
bad accumulated quite a fortune One
of the most distinguished characteris
ties of his life was the tender care that
he showed for his father and mother in
their declining days; his whole life seem-
ed 1o have been wrapped up in them.

He was a member of the Methodist
church and had contributed largely 1o
the erection of the new Methodist church
at Red House and towards its mainten
ance. He was ever ready to assist in
public enterprises,

One quality of Mr. Cobb was the rea-
diness with which he made friends and
his ability to hold them. Probably no
man in the county had a lalger number
of friends than he.

Arrangements for the funeral cannot
yet be annovnced, but the family at
present think that the interment will oo
cur in the Richmond Cemetery Friday,
of which even. announcements will be
later made.

He is survived by two brothers, Silas,
of San Diego, Cal., and C. W, Cobb, of
Red House, and one sister, Mrs. W. H.
Webb, of Louisville. He has several
nephews and nieces, the children of a
deceased sister, Mrs. Huguely.
